rounding the lakes, the rivers, 
ahd the streams. 

To some the water's attraction 
Is-thc competitive race, to others 
•a tension release,, and to still 
others an aesthetic uplifting. 

The Bureau of Outdoor Recre- 
ation . reports: "Americans con- 
tinue to turn to (he outdoors for 
recreation, relaxation, and re- 

warding use of their leisure time

With one decade almost gone, 
its time to consider if Illinois' 
recreational facilities are expand- 

ing rapidly enough to meet the 

needs of the year 2000. And the 
answer is "No.'* And what's 
worse, some of the existing bodies 
of water* have deteriorated to the 
point that, in their present- condi- 
tion, they are unsafe for swim- 
-" niing, skiing, boating; unsafe 
. even lo be near. Why? Because 
they arc polluted. 



And polluted water is danger- 
ous, harmful, even destructive to 
man, animal and properly. _ 

When you swim in polluted 
water,, you flirt with Intestinal 
disease, skin irritation, .rashes, 
eye, ear and nose infection. In- 
stead of providing a much needed 
change of pace', your happy holi- 
day to the shore leaves you bur- 
dened— with— physical-discomfort 
and burdened with doctor's fees 
when It was physical and mental 
renewal thai you were seeking. 

A ^ sudden change in water tem- 
perature, wlrile momentarily in- 
conveniencing lo the swimmer, 
can create mass fish fatalities, 
leaving many fishermen without 
(rout and bass biters. Tempera- 
ture variation often the result 
of an industrial institution dump- 
ing water used for cooling into' a 
stream, can create an increase 



in animal- growth, without an ac- 
companying rapid oxygen build- 
up, and end in loo many death 
certificates for too many sport 
fish: ■ -. 



And the principal- in I he. song 
favorite of all would-be nomads, 
"My IlcarC Goes Where the Wild 
Goose Goes" —is not immune to 
the perils of water pollution. For 
a landing on an oil -coated stream 
could be a last landing for wild 
gecsc. Their oil weighted feath- 
ers could cause them to drown, 
a sight that would be horrifying 
to a child; devastating to an 
adult. Oil is also a fire hazard 
that, upon igniting, could turn 
boats and docks into ashes. 



Silt, which darkens the stream, 
and aglac, which sometimes pro- 
duces an unpleasant odor, togeth- 
er negate the aesthetic qualities 
.which draw people to walk the 
beaches, to travel the boundary 
roads. 

Because water pollution knows 
no boundaries,. not even political 
boundaries, it. is probablo that 
the - pIcasurc~Bivlng hours are 
numbered for the unpolluted wat- 
ers of Illinois today as bodies', of 
polluted water flows, into the 
now unpolluted water. \ 

But; those who -love the- water 
and want it. to ripple brightly for 
their children and their .children's 
children can do something, to as- 
sure that unpolluted water will 
remain unpolluted and polluted 
water will become unpolluted. 
And you can do more. ..You can 
provide' - lite "new recreational fa T 
cllitics that arc so badly needed 
now— Illinois-is near- the bottom 
of the slates in amount of public 
i-ccreationaLai:eas— and _that_wilL 
be so desperately needed in 2000.' 

The Bureau of Outdoor Recrea- 
tion predicts- thai -by- I9fl0,- swim- 
ming will become the number one 
outdoor- recreation activity and 
will hold : that spot in the year 
2000. Now, in .1068, very, few of 
our public bodies of water arc en- 
tirely free of pollution. 

By 11)80 (here will be 13 million 
people demanding boating, camp- 
ing, swimming and fishing water 
within easy driving range of their 
homes. 



The Aritioch Village ^Board 
Tuesday voted unanimously to ad- 
vertise for bids on construction of 
a sewer extension for Hilfside 
Avenue and Hennlngs Court 

The bids are returnable to the 
Antioch Village Hall by 8 p.m. 
Aug. 27. 

It. calls for construction < of ap- 
proximately 450 lineal feet of 12 
inch and 1,060 feet of 8 inch 
vitrified clay sanitary ! sewer, 
1,355 lineal feet of 6 inch cast 
iron- force main, 60 lineal feet of 
24 inch and 35 lineal feet of 12 
inch steel sleeve. 

Work on the project shall begin 
within 10 days after a written 
notice to. proceed is delivered 
and shall be completed within 45 
days. 

At the same time the* village 
fathers voted to purchase a lift 
station, without bids, costing 
$8,250. t;ii 

Mayor Raymond Toft explained 
that, the lift station could bo se- 
cured about 30 days faster and 
the specifications for the station 
would be met. 



Pond Delayed 

-It was. also reported al .the 
meeting Tuesday thai work on the 
proposed sewer' lagoon near the 
Antioch sewer plant has hit' a 
snag. 

Mayor Toft reported that the 
low bidder could not come up 
wilh a bond and therefore all bid 
bonds of the four bidders would 
be returned. 

Tofl said that there is about 
twice as much dirt to be removed 
from the site as at first thought 
and thai a whole reassessment of 
the situation would have lo be 
made. 

It had' firs! been thought that 
the lagoon could be in operation 
by Oct. l but whoever gels the 
job in the future will have to 
hurry to make thai dale. 

There is ^a .pressing need for 
the ponds because state officials. 
■ have requested - th al- it bcr in- oper- 
ation by this summer. * 

The dfrt contract .was the only 
one lei and there arc numerous 
other projects that must be com- 



pleted before, the bonds arc in 
operating order. ■■ ."' , 

Sign Ordinance 

The board also 'sent back for 
further Study -a proposed sign or- 
dinance that would have made a 
good many business signs in An- 
tioch non-conforming. 

The ordinance, In its present 
form, scls up criteria for the size 
and use of signs and also the 
numbei*. 

Oho sign per building is all that 
the proposed ordinance would al- 
low and conformance is request- 
ed by May 31, 1060. 

Violation of the' proposed sign 
ordinance would be a misdemean- 
or' calling" for a fine of up lo $500 
for every day the violation con- 
tinues. 

The. proposal would , also set 
permit fees ranging from $3 to 
$20. 

—The ordinance also -regulates 
the use .of signs on the' ground 
and above the ground. 

The. purpose of the ordinance, it 
was explained, was to remove 



many eyesores from the village. 
Some trustees complained 
about the conformance date 
which prompted village attorney 
Edward ■ C. Jacobs lo comment' 
that some date had to be pul in 
or the ordinance would be use- 
less, . 
. He agreed," however, that with 
all the comment from the trus- 
tees the proposal would need 
more study to satisfy everyone. 

Industry Near 

Village engineer Frank Angc- 
lolti also presented to the board 
plans for sewer and water de- 
velopment of a five-acre indus- 
trial site contiguous wilh the vil- 
lage limits.

Boat Checks To Be 
Made Next Week 



Article VII of the Lake County 
Board of Health Ordinance re- 
quires that toilet facilities on 
boats on lakes and streams in 
Lake County be scaled and pre- 
cludes the dumping or discharge 
of .sewage, garbage and other 
wastes into the water. 

The reason for these regula- 
tions is to conserve the recrea- 
tional resources of our lakes and 
streams and to minimize health 
hazards that, could result from 
the discharge of wastes from 
boats into the lakes. ' 

The pollution potential of 
wastes from boats, and wastes 
from shore installations, includes 
possible disease causing organ- 
isms, organic/material that con- 
tains dissolved oxygen in the 
waiter, particulate and oily sub- 
stances thai float' or remain .sus- 
pended and this moke the water 
turbid and unattractive looking, 
and dissolved inorganic sub- 
stances (phosphates and nitrates) 
that serve as nutrients for algae. 

Our. inland waterways are par- 
ticularly sensitive to algae prob- 
lems. -These free living, micro-

scopic plants utilize sunlight for 
energy and metabolize dissolved 
inorganic minerals for food. 

When nutrients arc plentiful, 
(hey grow in numbers sufficient 
lo turn a .lake Into what appears 
to be split pea soup. Many algae 
arc washed up onto the windward 
shores, where they decompose; 
this results in an unattractive 
shoreline and odors. 

When a very large papulation 
of algae occurs, the lake is said 
to he experiencing . a "bloom." 
Under these conditions arc nutri- 
ents in the lake arc reduced (be- 
ing converted to algae cell tissue) 
or exhausted, and many of the 
algae die. 

The algae cells then may be 
considered lo be a pollutant be- 
cause they then begin to decom- 
pose and in Ihe process the dis- 
solved oxygen in the lake is used 
up. When this occurs the water 
may darken or turn, black and 
anaerobic (putrif active) bacteria 
take over. 

When this occurs,- floating 
masses of decomposing material 
arc buoyed lo tho surface by the 
gasscs that arc produced during 
the anaerobic process. ■ The gases 
contain sulfur and urc very 
odorous. 

When the process is complete, 
the residue subsides to become 
an addition io thec bottom muds. 
The nitrates and phosphates arc 
still, p resen t to serve, when the 
bottom muds arc stirred up, as 
nutrients for future algae gen- 
erations. - ^ ~? 
Our program >is based on mini- 
mizing the additional pollution 
and nutrient burden that is added 
to the lakes each year and this 
is the basis' for prohibiting, their 
discharge into receiving waters, 

The program consists, of check- 
ing boat's, at marinas and other 
ducking places to verify that dis-

A Sad State 

^ Recreational facilities are sadly lacking in 

the State of Illinois and unless pollution problems 

are solved the space is even going' tb : get smaller. 

• The Chain 0' Lakes area is a prime example 

^oLthc state .letting its.natural resources go to pot. 

And in the areas of the state that do not have 

qui* home-made recreational areas it is even worse. 

There is presently a study being conducted 



to determine what can be done to enhance our 
recreation area. . ' 



v One suggestion we might make is to dredge 
out the connecting channels of the Chain: and use 
the material to reclaim swampland. 

Illinios has 5.6 per cent of the nations's pop- 
ulation, but the residents must share .05" per cent 
of the country's recreational land. 

The present amount of public land and 
waterways under the state's conservation control 
is about 100,000-acresra-far-ery-from-the-at-least- 
250,000 acres needed if the state is going to come 
close to providing the recreational facilities for 
all its people. ■ : * 

It is a shame that of the some 50 state parks 
which "offer recreation opportunities, the majority 
are far behind in providing up-to-date facilities. 

Only a few have swimming facilities and 
only Illinois Beach State Park in Zion has the 
only public beach in the entire state park system. 

Only five of the state parks provide- over- 
night accomodation in lodges. 

Experts say that by the year 2000-swimming: 
will be the most popular of water sports. 

At the present rate our conservation dep- 
artment is traveling, we are going to be left high 
and dry. 

And in the meantime, the revenue from the 
tourist. trade is going somewhere else.
